The proposed amendments to claims 1,4, 22, 23, 47, 48, and 50 raise new issues. 



The proposed change to the paragraph on page 21 line 19 raises new issues and the issue of new matter because block 68 allows the 
user to add more correlated items to the base item while the amendment rewrites lines 6-7 as "As such, the client may continue with 
another base item at block 68.". Block 54 allows the user to continue with another base item, thus, the change from 54 to 68 raise new 
matter issues and does not resolve the issue raised in paper no. 12 at paragraph 3. 
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
